- ,’ Chinese Cashiers. . 
““T am glad" continues the 
writer, “‘to have an opportunity 
to say a fow words ‘about ‘those 
Chinese cashiers. When I first 
hear of them—I think between 
Manila and Hongkong’ and 
my way ont to .Japao—l 
wan not , satisfied, with’ the 
roason assigned for their om- 
‘ployment. TI had seen Chinose 
cashiors in other conntriea than 
Japan, and had teceivod money 
at their hands’ ip banka as. far 
away ns Moscow and St, Petors- 
burg. I knew also that in some 
parts of the Far East they wore 
employed in English and Amori- 
can banks, It seomed to mo ex- 
tremely improbablo that Russians, 
Englishmen, and Amoricans were 
all so dishonest that they ‘could 
not find trustworthy mon of their 
own race to handle money. 
therofore dovoted somo time to 
fn investigation of the subject, 
and found the state of affairs to 
bo this: 

“ Ohinege bankors and cashiers 
are largely Shansi mon—that is, 
men from the province of Shansi, 
whore the profession of banking 
has become hereditary in a large 
number, of families. They aro 
‘all, or'nearly oll, mombors of the 
poworfal organization known as 
the- Bankéera’ Guild, which has 
branches in evorypart of the 
Empire. The Bankers’ Guild has 
discovered that it is practically 
imposible .to conduct large 
financial operations without hon- 
esty;'and it therofore ‘énforcea 
honesty by means of a .discip!in- 
that is as rigorous and Draconian 
as that of the New York. Stock 
Exchange. If a New York broker 
fails to keep a contract, or refuses 
to take delivery of a thousand
